Means Fine Tobacco 
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COAL SHOHTAOK 

A coal shortaBO scare hns appcnrcd In the 
Enst. In New YorlT mctropolllnn nrca, build- 
ing owners who converted from oil ni the rC' 
quest Dt PetroJeuin Administrator Ickca now 
complain that Coal Admlnlstrafor Ickcs can 
not provide them with fuel to heat their 
bulldlnBs. There Is something very myster- 
lous about this altuatlon, 

Tlie WPB estimated 1Q43 bituminous coal 
needs as 439 million long tons from JanAl 
through Doc, 31, for Industrial use, nnd 131 
million long tons from April 1 throHEh March 
30 for hc Xtlng purposes. Allowing 30 million 
tons for eS^tSFt. this would require 600 mil- 
lion long tons of bituminous this year. 
* We lost 25 million tons because of John 
Lewis's "work stoppages. In spite, ol that, 
through Sept. 11 we were more than «even 
million tons ahead of 1043, and at present 
we are bringing coal out of the ground at 
the record rate ol 12 million tons a week. 

Experts predict that If there are no fur- 
ther strikes (under whatever tupliemlsLlc 
name) wc shall produce the ODD million tons 
that the WPB says win be needed. 

Numerous suggested explanations for the 
alleged shortage have been bundled about. 
Italy. has to be sfippiled. Well. olgUl minutes 
"5*day— or one extra work day each of live to 
six weeks In a year— will supply all that Italy 
has been getting from Germany to meet her 
■ minimum needs, 

Canada needs coal, say the rumors. If so 
sha,'Should have It, England nijcds coal, be- 

■ cause of work stoppages there. Again, Jn that 
case she should have It If wc can get II there.
